Poultry Pointers 


Four Rules to Follow in Order to Se- 
cure Maximum Egg Production 
Egg production depends on _ four 
things and if any of these four be 
absent, maximum egg production need 
not be expected, says a new bulletin 
from Purdue University Agricultural 

Experiment Station. 

1—The hen must be bred to lay, 
that is she must have that invisible 
inheritance that gives her capacity 
and ability to lay. Some people call 
this “an inborn tendency to lay.” This” 
means that the breeding will have 
more influence than the breed. Breed- 
ing surely tells. 


2—The hen must be physically 
of heavy egg production, and the 


chances of disease. She must be able 
to withstand the abuse that man gen- 
erally gives her by making her en- 


| 
| 
strong enough to withstand the ‘at 
| 
| 
| 
vironments unnatural, be able to lay | 


ja large number of eggs when prices | 


are high, and produce  hatchable 
germs when the incubation season ar- 
rives. Constitutional vigor is of first 
importance, and though the hen be 
well-bred, if she has some physical | 
weakness that is either hidden or ap-| 
parent, the results will be unsatis- | 
factory: | 
8—The hen must have suitable en-| 
vironmental conditions, such as hous- 
ing, yarding, condition of range, ete. | 
The house is the Fome of the hen, | 
and as such shouid be comfortable. | 
Dampness, draft and poor ventilation, 
all retard egg production. A_ small 
yard or bare range is not conducive 
to success. 
4—The hen makes eggs out of the 
food given, She depends upon it and 
must have it in large enough quanti- 
ties to induce rapid growth and large 
production. A hen cannot lay weil 
on just any food tnat may be given. 
This has been demonstrated too many 
times on the farm and at experiment 
station. 4 
Egg production is one of the chief 
aims of the poultry raiser, and it is 
for this reason that these four things 
are mentioned. They are given in the 
order of their importance. The bird 
itself must be the first consideration 
From answers to questions sent out 


that the market side of the question 
is the most important phase of farm 
poultry. A few people find it profit- 
able to sell stock and eggs for fancy 
purposes, but the commercial side is 
hy far the most popular with the farm- 
er. Poultry is a side issue on the 
farm and a part of diversified farming, 
but there seems to be a rapidly grow- 
ing sentiment to make the hen have 
a more important position than she 
has had in the past. This is proven by 
the statement that 101 out 104 | 
keap poultry as an important ns 
of livelihood.

Schools of 
Agriculture 


Alberta Taking the Lead in Practical 

Work Along Educational Lines 

It has been public property for some 
time that the agrictitural schools es- 
tablished by the department 
culture for Alberta are proving an un- 
qualified success. ‘he most caustic 
critics of the sche..e have long ago 
acknowledged that the minister of 
agriculture was right and they were 
wrong. ‘These schools have accom- 
plished something which all the agri- 
cultural colleges have 
namely, they have reached the maxi- 
mum number of boys on the farms and 


have given them practical scientilic in- | 


struction without in any way weaning 
them from the farms. 
taken hold of the boys and the girls 
who have had guch limited opportuni- 
ties of education that they could not 
Lave been admitted to any college, and 
have made them feel that their practi- 


| cal knowledge of farm ccnditions was | 


an off-set to their ck of book learn- 
ing, and having saved their self-re- 
spect in this way, have stimulated 
their ambition to add the knowledge 
obtainable from books to their prac- 
tical experience. 

In the carpenter shop of the school 

Olds during the past winter the 
boys made models of the buildings 
which this summer will help their 
fathers to erect on the home farms. 
The boy who took a model home with 
him knew not only how to build a 
large building by that model, but he 
knew to a foot of lumber and a pound 
of cement the material required and 
what it would cost to build. The great 
beauty of the instruction at these 
schools is that nothing is attempted 
which a boy may not later do on his 
own farm if he have patience and 
perseverance, 

The girls who attend these schools 
are not only receiving instruction in 
domestic science, dress making, and 
laundry work, but they are receiving 
exactly the same instruction as the 
boys in poultry raising, horticulture 
and dairying. 

While the schools are closed during 
the summer, work in connection with 
the schools by nc means ceases. The 
dairy competition which was carried 
on last year is this year being increas- 
ed to herds of three cows instead of in- 
dividuals, and a very large number of 
students have entered the competi- 
tion. The prizes given for these cor-- 


| petitions are pure bred stock, and the 


successful competitor can choose a 
calf, pig or sheep. Last year 30 young 
animals were distributed in this way. 
The competitions are open to beth 
boys and girls, and last year one of 
the sugcessful competitors was a girl. 

Another competition that is being 


carried on is that of growing alfalfa} 


seed. Three prizes are offered—$25, 
$15 and $10—for the best bushel of al- 
falfa seed to be delivered in 1916, Al- 
ready 74 boys have entered this com- 
petition, and they are scattered all 
over Alberta from Cardston on the 
south to Vermilion on the north. None 
of this seed will be grown under irri- 
gation. 

The money for these prizes was 
donated by several of the large lumber 
companies in Alberta. The head of one 
of these companies, noting how much 
was being said by the Bankers’ associ- 
ation about mixed farming, went to 
the Hon, Duncan Marshall and asked 
him if thera was anything that they 
could do to help. Mr, Marshall seized 
the opportunity an told the lumber- 
man that he would like $150 to distri- 


| bute in prizes for the growing of al- 


falfa seed, This would be $50 for each 
school divided as above. The lumber- 
man went away and came back in a 


few days with the money. While so far! 


no girls have entered the competition, 
it is open to them should they wish to 
do so, 

During the summer a number of 
special women institute meetings will 
be held, and the instructors of domes- 
tic science from the different schools 


will seek to bring the advantages of | 


these schools directly home to the 
mothers of the province. In addition to 
this there will be a demonstration 


i train which will give special attention 


to the newer lines of railway, particu- 
larly in the northern part of the prov- 
ince, 

Alberta is not to be without its 
agricultural college, however. An agri- 
cultural college section of the univers- 
ity will open next October with a com- 
petent faculty. This will giwe an op- 
portunity to the boys who wish to go 
further than the two years’ course of 
the agricultural schools, to obtain ade- 
quate training and obtain a degree. Dr. 
Tory, the head of the university, has 
been very keen on this for some time, 
and already a deai of agriculture in 
the person of FB. A. Ho ‘es, B.S.A,, has 
been selected.—Free Press.

| Breeders’ Ideal | 


Study the Best Type to 
Make For It 

The person with no ideal is much 

like the, wanderer of the highway; he | 
has no destination other than wan-| 
| dering; therefore, he never achieves 
much, The breeder who will win 
success in his business must have an | 
ideal ever before him. 
_ Let a person start to erect a build- 
ing of any kind with no fixed idea of 
what he wants, and he will not only 
|make very slow rrogress in building, 
| but when he has it completed he will | 
have something entirely different 
from what he wants. Therefore, as 
a warning to the young breeder just 
Starting to lay the foundation of his 
herd, as well as to some older ones 
Who have made very little progress as 
| breeders, let me say that if you are 
|to make a success of your business 
| (which I think is the desire of every 
|one so engaged) you must get right 
down to the very root of matters. 
Before starting out, make sure of 
| what you want. You will no doubt 
‘meet with adversity, but that is just 
| the time a strong ideal will carry you 
| over the rocky places. If one with 
|an ideal makes a mistake they will 
then be able to discover it and at 
once rectify the same. 

One of the great dangers that a 
breeder without an ideal encounters 
is that he is liable to start with a 
certain breed ard his animals prob- 
ably do not come up to his expecta- 
tions. He will then drop that breed 
and make a try at something else, 
with the result that he will not stick 
to any one breed long enough to 
make a success of it. 

The man whose achievements pro- 
nounce success, must from the start 
be steadfast, with a definite object in 
view. If he is going to be a success- 
ful breeder of live stock he must 
choose his breed, study it, study what 
constitutes a true type, and get firm- 
ly fixed in his mind the true type of 
the breed he has chosen. To win the | 
greatest success a breeder must have 
his ideal stamped on his mind's eye 
so distinctly that he can almost see 
the animal in front of him. ‘That 
which we think we can reach we will 
reach, but without som.ihing definite 
in view ‘we will certainly accomplish 
little. 

To become a most successful breed- 
er one must be an expert judge of | 
the breed he is aiming to develop. | 
The man starting in live stock breed- 
ing with the idea in his mind that | 
he can do as well as his successful 
predecessors, and that with no study | 
of the breed he hus chosen, wiil cer- | 
tainly reap very unsatisfactory re- 
sults. He is then liable to pronounce 
the result of hi. eftorts (if he puts | 
f#th any) to luck. There is no such! 
thing as “luck” in either success or | 
failure in breeding and deveioping 
live stock. 

A point which I wish to emphasize 
is in the selecting of the sire. This 
is where we need a very high ideal. 
The sire stamps his characteristics 
on every offspring in the herd, while 
the dam is only influencing her own 
progeny. Personaliy speaking, I give 
for 
the greater part oi our own success. 

Let me give an illustration of two 
breeders who started with a certain 
breed of cattle at practically the same 
time, that being about nine or ten 
years ago. Both purchased some 
good cows. When it came to select- 
ing the sire of the herds, one breeder 
had an ideal, while judging from 
what transpired, the other had non». 
He has always tried to buy his sires 
cheap, and as a result he has secured 
inferior animals. The writer nad 
the opportunity last fall of attending 
the fair where’ these two breeders 
were in competition. I need scarcely 
mention the results. I have never in 
my experience seen a better demon- 
stration of the weakness that goes 
with lack of an ideal. The only 
prizes secured by the man with no 
ideal when selecting his sire were in 
the classes that the other man did 
not have enough animals to fill the 
class. 


Breed and 


To the beginner, I would say: If 
you expect your environment to bea 


filled with an atmosphere of success, 
you must have an ideal first, last and 
all the time. Not only is it necessary 
to have an ideal, but it is just as 
necessary to seek to attain to. that 
ideal. Do not let the matter of a 
few dollars sidetrack you, especially , 
in selecting the herd sire. It is not) 
what we buy, but what we breed and 
develop that determines our destiny 
as a breeder, 

It is of far greater credit toa 
breeder to go into the show ring with | 
a line of animals of his own breed- 
ing and win out, than it is to score 
the same winnings with a bunch that 
he has either bought or borrowed. 
Form your ideals and stick to them, 
and you will reap success.—Geo. A, | 
Laidlaw, in Farm and Dairy.

TOWN CAN HELP 


THE COUNTRY 


ITSELF BY FOSTERING RURAL LIFE 


CAN COUNTRY TOWN BE SAVED FROM DECLINE 


Prof. A. R. Mann, of the New York State College of Agriculture, 
A Careful Observer, Considers the Problem in the Com- 
munity Aspect, in an Article for the Banker-Farmer 


By country town we mean the rural 
village, town or city that depends 
primarily on its agricultural back- 
ground, that lives largely on the sur- 
rounding country, It is the settlement 
of a few hundred or a few thousand 
persons, hemmed in on all sides by 
farms and reached from all directions 
by roadways that lead out into the 
open country and over which much of 
its trade travels, The question of the 
relation of this settlement to its land 
basis, to its trade area, is now recog- 
nized ag one of the immediate issues 
in country life progress. 

Much of the traditional separation 
between town and country is due to 
what we may call natural causes, re- 
resulting from the conditions under 
which the towns have developed. The 
town hag its separate political organi- 
gation, its own government, its own 
enterprises to support by taxation) 
from within, and it has been interest- 
ed mostly in its own development by 
attracting trade, seeking to establisn 
urban industries, and cherishing an 
ambition to become a third-class city. 
The corporation line has been a 
boundary between town and country, 
with the tide of trade flowing from 
the country to the town without a 
counter-balancing movement from the 
town out into the country to develop 
its resources and foster its life. The 
resources of the country have built up 
the trade of the town; and the public 
improvements resulting from this 
wealth have been largeiy applied to 
the petterment of the town itself. The 
material resources of the country have 
crossed the boundary into the towr; 
and now for some time the human re- 
sources, good farmers, have been con- 
tributed to the upbuilding of the town, 
Not infrequently they, too, have be- 
come town-centered and neglectful of 
the interests of the farms which gave 
them their competence. The farmer 
has come to feel that the townsman 
{s selfish—that he seeks the major 
benefit from a trausaction by fixing 
the price both on what the farmer hag 
to sell and on what he has to buy. Of 
course this is true only in part; but 
{t is a cause of separation and points 
the way to a needed readjustment for 
the establishment of contdence, At 
bottom, the separation is founded on 
economic reasous, 

Director Bailey and others have 
well said that the solution is to make 
the country town a real part of coun- 
try life, and to develop one program 
for the upbuilding of both town and 
country. The life of the town cannot 
be separated from the life of the 
country, and it will be impossible ever 
to fully energize country affairs un- 
less the towns are considered equally 
in the process. The interests of town 
and country merge and cross. The 
towns are the cross-roads of trade, the 
tying centres where the business in- 
terests of all the farmers in the trade 
area head up and thus give employ- 
ment to a certain population. Tho 
average country town is primarily an 
agricultural distributing point, for the 
distribution of supplies and provisions 
to the farmer on the one hand, and for 
the shipment, assortment. or manufac- 
ture of the farmer's products, on the 
other. If the farms are thrifty, tha 
towns. are thrifty; if the farms are 
unthrifty, the towns are likely to be 
dead. The thrift of the farms is the 
soul of the business life of the towns. 
The country town has no outlet or es- 
cape except through the country. Its 
commercial activities largely take 


their color from the type of farming 
that goes on about it. The interests of 
town and country, while in some meas- 
ure opposite, are essentially one; their 
commercial life is largely one. The 
business interests—the merchant, the 
banker, the manufacturer, and all the 
rest—must become alert to the neces- 
sity for creating fair and adequate re- 
lations with the land population in 
their own trade area in the interests 
of their own greatest ultimate gain, 

But again, equally important from 
the country standpoint, is the fact 
that the open country cannot develop 
any substantial and permanent com- | 
munity life apart from a town or vil, 
lage centre, We may say what we will 
about the open country having its 
own community life apart from the vil- 
lage; but it never will, except for an 
occasional specially inspired and us- 
ually short-lived example. The farm- 
ér’s community centre will be where 
he trades; and that is where his com- 
munity life and spirit will head up. If 
a school or a church out by the road- 
side. is made a real community cen- 
tre, where there is vital community 
life, it will soon find itself surround- 
ed with stores, blacksmith shop, post 
office, houses; and a village will have 
sprung up. The farmer's community 
life will be found in the place where 
he must of necessity go frequently 
and where he will meet other farm- 
ers; and he is too busy to go often 
to a place that is off his beaten path of 
trade. We shall have to accept the 
fact that whatever genuine commun- 
ity exeprience the farmer has he will 
get at the cross-rozds of his trade, in| 
the town. 

If we accept this as true, then the 
program for the development of town 
and country together must include, 
first of all, better co-operative busi- 
Ness and commercial relationships; 
but it must extend beyond these and 
must affect the attitude of the schools, 
the churches, the libraires, and most 
of all the townspeople themselves. The 
farmer must be caused to feel that he 
is part with the town and that his 
farm is one of the real enterprises 
of the community, making its definite 
contribution to the community gstruc- 
ture. The town schoo! will make pro- 
vision for adequate training for child- 
ren from the farms that naturally cen- 
tre in the town. The farmer will be 
attracted to the town church instead 
of staying home because of: any feel- 
ing of inequality or distinction. The 
village library will extend itself into 
the country by means of the parcel 
post or otherwise and become a com- 
munity-serving library. Plans for ¢efyic 
improvement will treat town and cgun- 
try as one problem and improvements 
will reach out into the country. Farm- 
ers and townspeople will work should- 
er to shoulder in the movement for 
good ‘roadg and for’ good railroad ser- 
vice, The country fair, which is us; 
ually held in a town centre and is 
town controlled, will seek farmers on 
its board of managers, and take on the 
aspect of a real, helpful, stimulating 
country fair, The whole attitude will 
change and there will be new incen- 
tives for development in both town 
and country and new plans will be de- 
veloped. The commercial interests in 
the town will find cheir larger service 
in making the town, and all of its in- 
stitutions and enterprises, serve to 
open country and the town alike, and 
thus create the confidence on which 
all good pifsiness must depend.—The 
Banker-Farmer.

Or. Robertson Makes a Personal Ap 
peal to the Farmers For Aid in 
a Good Work 

We publish today a second appeal on 
behalf of the Red Cross Society, by 
Dr, James W. Robertson. 

Dr. Robertson is still best known to 
the farmers of Canaaa as Professor 
Robertson. He began his official pub- 
lic service at the Ontario Agriculture 
College nearly thirty years ago, Twen- 
ty-five years ago he went to Ottawa as 
dairy commissioner for the Dominion. 
The dairying service of the depart- 
ment of agriculture soon became 
known and trusted throughout Can- 
ada. From Prince Edward Island to 
Alberta, farmers profited »y the illus- 
tration dairy stations and the travel- 
ling instructors. The output of cheese 
and butter in Canada added to the 
reputation of its rural workers. 

Other public services of continuing 
and growing value were inaugurated, 
while Professor Robertson was com- 
missioner of agriculture. Among them 
were the live stock branch, the cold 
storage service, the seed grain com- 
petitions, trial shipments of fruit to 
the United Kingdom, and extensions 
of markets. : 

Besides there were the manual 
training movement, the school gar- 
dens, household science and the con- 
solidated rural schools. 

In more recent years, Dr. Robertson 
was chairman of the royal commission 
on industrial training and technical 
education. Farmers in all provinces 
are familiar with the survey of farm3 
by the commision of conservation and 
the illustration farms of its committee 
on lands, of which he {is chairman. 

In these and many other ways, Dr. 
Robertson has given the farmers of 
Canada the best that was in him, He 
says he is their debtor, for many op- 
portunities, for much kindness and for 
warm appreciations, But they are 
his debtors too. And he now reminds 
them of that for the first time in or- 
der to establish his right and privilege 
to appeal to them for this worthy 
cause,

GERMANY’S INFORMATION AND PREPARATION 


C. W. Barron, of Wall Street Journal, Shows that Economio 
Reasons were Largely Responsible for the Outbreak of 
Hostilities—Many Problems to be Settled 


“The Germans have at Berlin the 
most complete bureau of information 
to,,be found anywhere in the world. 
They know everything and understand 
nothing. They had no measurement 
in Germany to gauge the soul of a 
nation such as that of the British em- 
pire,” declared Mr. C, W. Barron, in 
his address before the Montreal Can- 
adian club recently. 

Mr. Barron, who is head of the Wall 
Street Journal, the boston News 
Bureau and the Philadelphia News 


Bureau, has had unequalled opportuni- 


ties to get at the real causes of the 
titanic struggle now taking place in 
Europe.. Through persona] contact 
with great financiers, world famed 
statesmen, and from personai observa- 
tion, he has compiled a wealth of in- 


}formation regarding the causes of the 


struggle. Mr. Barron, who was a 
member of the London Statist staff 
long before Sir George Paish became 
associated with it, has discussed the 
war with Sir George, as well as with 
many other great financiers. In con- 
versation with Paish as to the dura- 
tion of the war, the latter, quoting 
Sir John French, said: “The Allies 
have dug themselves into a solid 
trench from Switzerland to the Chan- 
nel and all Hell cannot get them out.” 
“I know,” said Mr. Barron, “that Sir 
George is a good churchman, but in 
this instance he vag talking sound 
doctrine.” 

Mr. Barron in the course of his ad- 
dress showed conclusively that econo- 
mic reasons were very largely re- 
sponsible for the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. ,Austria was anxious for war 
and merely used the assassination of 
her Archduke as an. excuse, al- 
though in the last analysis the ulti- 
niatum which was sent to Servia was 
changed by the Kaiser to make it im- 
possible of fulfilment. Austria was anx- 
ious to:dominate the Balkan States 
and through them the Eastern Medl- 
terranean. He also showed that a 
commercial treaty which Germany 
forced on Russia during the Russia- 
Japanese war and under which Russia 
was forced to accept German goods to 
her gwn disadvantage, was at the bot- 
tom of the struggle between Germany 
and, Russia. ; 

This treaty was to terminate in 1917 
when Russia a short time ago 
approached Germany in order to se- 
cure an alteration of the cond'tions
